remarkably strong position ia the
hitls and captured three of the ene-
my's quick-firing nine-centimeter
pleces and a number of wagons with
stores of ammunltion.

“Kock, their general, and a membar
of the Transvaal executive conncil,
was wounded and is our prisoner.

“Our men, boili the regulars an.l
the volunteers, did superb work and
deapite our losses the enemy was hard
pushed from cover (o cover, and final-
Iy bolting ran like rabbils, throwing
away their guns and clothing to facil-
itate their escape, even finding ne
time to catch ov saddle their Lorses.

After November i,

WASHINGTON. Oct. 25.—The scere-
tary of agriculture has promilzaled an
order modifving previous regulations
corcerning shipments of catile after
November 1 from the guarantined dis-
trict.. It permits shipmentggafter that
siate without any restrictions except
thoze enforced by local regulations to
all points except those in Tennessee,
Missouri, Kansas, western Texas, Okla-
homa, New BMexico and Arizona.

Cattle intended for these slate are
aliowed to be shipped alier undergoing
inspection and being found free from
infection. As the regulations stood
before the change was made they pro-
hibited shipment without inspection
before January 1.

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A HOLIDAY APPROACHING.

FPresident JYssues His Anonual Thanks-
giving Proclamation.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 26.—The pres-
ident has issued the following Thanks-
giving proclamation:

“A national custom dear to the
hearts of the people, calls for the set-
tin part of one day in each year as
an occaslon of special thanksglving
to Almighty God for the blessings of
the preceding year. This honored ob-
servance acquires with time a tenderer
significance. It enrlches domestic 1ife.
It summons under the family roof the
absent children to glad reunion with
those they love.

“Seldom has this nation had greater
cause for profound thanksgiving. No
great pestilence has invaded our
shores. Liberal employment walts
upon labor. Abundant crops have re-
warded the efforts of the husbandman.
Increased comforts have comé to the
home, The national finances have
heen strengthened and public credit
has been sustained and made firmer.
In all branches of industry and trade
there has been an unequaled degree of
prosperity, while there has been a
steady gain in the moral and educa-
tional growth of our national char-
acter.

“Churches and schools have flour-
ished. American patriotism has been
exalted. Thos engaged in maintain-
ing the honor of the flag with such
gignal success have been inva large
degree spared from disaster and dis-
ease, An honorable peace has been
ratified with a foreign nation with
which we are at war, and we are now
on friendly relations with every power
cn earth.

“The trust which we have assumed
for the benefit of the people of Cuba
has been faithfully advanced. There
is marked progress toward the restora-
tion of healthy industrial conditions
and under wise sanitary regulations
the island has enjoyved unusual exemp-
tion from the scourge of fever.

“The hurricane whiech swept over
our new possession of Porto Rico,
destroying the homes and property of
the inhabitants, called forth the
instant sympathy of the pcople of the
United States, who were swift to re-
spond with generous a.d to the suf-
ferers,

“While the insrrreciion still con-
tinues in the island of Luzon, business
is resuming its activity and confidence
in the good purposes of the United
States is being rapidly estabhished
throughout the archipelago,

“For these reasons and countless
others, 1, William McKinley, president
of the United States, do hereby name
Thursday, tne 30th day of November
next, as a day of general thanksgiving
and prayer, to be observed as such by
all our people on this continent, and in
our newly acquired islands, as well as
by those who may be at sea or so-
journing in foreizn lands, and I advise
that on this day religious exercises
shall be conducted in the churches or
meeting places of all denominations,
in order that in the social features of
the day its real significance may not
be lost sight of, but fervent prayers
may be offered to the Most High for a
continuance of the divine guidance
without which man’s efforts are in
vain, and for divine consolation to
those whose kindred ana friends have
gsacrificed their lives for our country.

“I recommend also that on this day,
so far as it may be found practicable,
labor shall cease from its accustomed
teil and charity abound toward the
sick, the needy and the poor.

“In witness whereof 1 have set my
hand and caused the seal of the United
States to be affixed.

SECCND BMEE_AT LADYSMITH.

Boers Reported Repulsed. but British
Lose Over One Hundred,
LONDON, Oct. 26.—A special dis-
patch from Capetown, dated 9:i0 this
morning, says there has been another
battle at Ladvsmith, and that the
Boers were repulsed. The British cas-
ualties were placed at four killed and
seven wounded, all rank and file.
LONDON, Oct. 26.—Gencral White
has telegraphed to the war office from
Rietfontein, under date of October 21,
sayving that in the fighting near Lady-
smith, twelve of the British force wera
killed and eighty-nine wounded, and
that five are missing, the casualties
being among the Gloucester regiment.

Blizzard Breeds Death.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn.,, Oct. 26.—A
special from Great Fallls, Mont., says:
If any one has concluded that the time
has passed when the servant is as
faithful to the interests of his master
as he could be to his own, he should
consider the story of the recent bliz-
zard, which swept through Teton
county in the northern part of this
state, a county given to the raising of
sheep and cattle.

As a result of that storm nine men
are known to be dead, and of thesa
five bodies have bean recovered. With
one exception all weire sheep herders,
and all were found l¥ing in such po-
sitions as to indicate that they had
stayed with their Lands to the lasrt,
dying in their attempts to save the
property of their employers.

Russia Sells Gold Lands.

WASHINGTON, OCT. 26.—The fact
that Russia has opened to foreign ex-
ploits on the gold lands orf Siberia is
announced in a report to the state de-
partment from United States Charge
Pierot at St. Petershurg.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 26.—The
secretary of war this afternoon receiv-
ed a telegram [rom Governor Murphy
of Arizona saying that considerable
trouble has oceurred at Maco, on iha
border betwaen Arizona and Mexico,
between American cowbhoys and Mexi-
officers.

Live Stock Interests of the State.
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Car Shortage Continues.

OMAHA, Oct. 28.—The car shortage
is still troubling railway officials and
is likely to do so for the balance of the
winter. General Freight Agent Crosby
of the Burlington has stated that the
situation in the territory over which
he has centrol has been somewhat re-
lieved, and enough cars are available
to fill the most pressing demands, In
speaking of the situation a freight oiii-
cial stated: *“We think one day that
there is an improvement in the situa-
tion and that we can see our way out.
The next day it is difierent, and we
find ourselves as badly off as ever.”
General officers of the Northwestern
aitd Milwaukee lines are quoted as say-
ing that they cannot supply half the
demands made upon them for cars, and
a few days ago the Burlington, taking
its whole system, had orders booked
for 2,000 more cars than it was able to
fill. The general demand for freight
cars is confined not alone to the big
crops in the west, but because of the
general freight carrying business,
which has increased enormously over
that of last year.

Corn Turns Out Falrly Well,

RISING CITY, Neb., Oct. 20.—Corn
fiuking has been going on in this sec-
tion for the past three weeks. While
the yield is not so bad as was pre-
dicted by some during the hot spell,
the first part of September, there
yet a heavy falling off from what was
promised earlier on in the seazon, the
yield being so far from thiriy to fifty
bushels per aecre, and very seldom
touching either of these figures, bul
more generally yielding from thirty-
five to forty-five bushels, This yield
will nevertheless furnish a heavy vol-
ume of corn for market, the large acre-
age more than making up for any
shortage on account of the falllng off
of the per acre yield.
